Mr, Mayor , Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventeenth  and  last  Annual  Report 
which  is  accompanied  by  the  report  of  Mr. B. Walker,  Deputy  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  the  year  1973. 

In  view  of  the  time  scale  of  reorganisation  both  of  Local  Government 
and  of  the  National  Health  Service  this  report  is  much  briefer  than  an3r 
of  its  predecessors,  and  a  special  effort  has  been  made  to  have  it  ready 
in  time  for  presentation  to  the  last  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  on  18th  February , 1974. 

The  only  comment  I  would  make  on  the  information  presented  here  is 
to  say  that  in  spite  of  staff  changes  the  services  in  the  Borough  were 
maintained  throughout  the  year  1973,  and  that  there  were  no  serious 
epidemics.  The  staffing  position  at  the  time  of  writing  is  however 
extremely  difficult,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  successor  Authority 
give  attention  to  recruitment  of  public  health  inspectors  or  transfer 
of  existing  officers  to  the  Swinton  division  if  standards  are  to  be 
maintained . 

The  whole  of  the  public  health  service  in  Swinton  is  saddened  by  the 
recent  death  in  post  of  Mr. Arthur  Menarry,  your  late  Chief  Ihiblic  Health 
Inspector,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  service  will  be  maintained  in 
the  future  by  officers  as  dedicated  to  their  duty  as  he  was.

This  is  the  twentysixth  year  in  which  no  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified. 


There  were  again  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  recorded  during  the  year. 

4.  TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  1973  and  the 
rate  of  incidence  of  the  disease  per  1,000  population  is  0.175.  We 
have  also  been  notified  of  four  deaths  from  this  disease,  three 
respiratory  and  one  non-respiratory . 

The  total  number  of  cases  now  on  the  register  is  46. 

In  1953  the  case  Incidence  per  1,000  population  was  .87.  This 
figure  was  reduced  to  .18  for  1973.  A  similar  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  deaths  from  the  disease  has  also  been  recorded,  from  .24  in  1953  to 
.10  in  1973.

7. VACCINATION  AND  BMJNISATION

Mr, Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  issue  of  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  of 
this  Corporation  is  clouded  by  the  tragic  death  of  Mr. Arthur  Menarry 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  last  five  years.  Mr. Menarry 
had  been  with  the  department  for  some  26  years  and  in  that  time  his 
work  had  been  greatly  appreciated  by  Councillors  and  Officers  alike. 

It  is  for  this  reason,  therefore,  that  I  have  to  present  to  you  the 
Report  for  1973. 

This  report  is  of  necessity,  a  shortened  version,  for  many  of  the 
figures  from  the  Registrar  General  and  other  outside  sources  are  not  yet 
available. 

The  majority  of  the  departments  work  during  1973  has  been  concentrated 
on  house  improvements,  and  it  seems  likely  that  this  will  continue  to  be  the 
case  until  at  least  June  of  1974,  when  the  Improvement  Grant  reverts 
to  50%.  There  are  still  a  considerable  number  of  people  making  grant 
applications  but,  whilst  these  are  processed  as  quickly  as  possible, 
there  is  a  shortage  of  contractors,  and  in  many  cases  the  work  will  not 
be  completed  before  the  relevant  date. 

Slum  Clearance  has  always  been  considered  as  a  priority  by  this 
Corporation  and,  with  one  or  two  minor  exceptions,  all  the  houses  in  the 
current  programme  will  have  been  represented  by  the  1st  April  1974. 

Domestic  Smoke  Control  has  continued  and  areas  have  now  been  declared 
to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Borough,  which  should  now  become  smokeless  by 
the  end  of  1975., 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  and 
assistance  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.  During  the  last  few 
months  they  have  given  their  best  under  very  difficult  circumstances,  and 
without  their  help  the  completion  of  the  Housing  and  Smoke  Control 
Programmes  would  not  have  been  possible.

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1.  HOUSING 


A.  Improvement  and  Standard  Grants 


There  has  been  a  further  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
grant  applications  during  1973  and  only  a  few  of  these  have  been  for 
Standard  Grants.  This  increase  was  occasioned  by  the  addition  of 
Swinton  and  Pendlebury  to  the  Governments  Intermediate  Development  Areas, 
which  in  turn  meant  that  grants  are  now  paid  on  the  basis  of  75%  of  the 
approved  cost. 

In  the  10  years  from  1961-1971  the  average  number  of  applications 
received  each  year  was  approximately  50.  During  1973  724  applications 
were  received,  which  necessitated  2217  visits,  and  a  great  deal  of  work 
on  estimates.  A  total  of  £221,830  was  paid  out  in  grants  as  against 
£85,001  in  1972. 

B.  Slum  Clearance 


Although  no  further  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  in  1973,  several 
areas  were  confirmed  and  rehousing  and  demolition  have  continued.  The 
majority  of  the  properties  remaining  in  the  Corporations  current  clearance 
programme  will,  however,  be  represented  by  March  31st  1974.  Five  complete 
Clearance  Areas  were  demolished  during  the  year,  accounting  for  some  62 
houses.  119  other  properties  were  vacated.  Of  the  houses  already 
represented  some  86  families  were  awaiting  rehousing  at  the  end  of  1973. 

Since  Slum  Clearance  began  3296  houses  have  been  riipresented  and 
a  total  of  10,035  persons  have  been  rehoused.  This  figure  const itues 
approximately  one  quarter  of  the  population  of  the  Borough.  In  the  years 
between  1945  and  1973  a  total  of  2122  houses  have  been  demolished  and 
almost  6500  people  have  been  rehoused.

D. Disinfest at ion 


The  Corporation  continue  to  provide  a  free  service  to  householders 
to  eradicate  insect  pests  and  116  properties  were  treated. 

2.  ADMINISTRATION 

The  departments  inspectors  made  6054  visits  during  1973,  and  222 
defects  or  nuisances  were  discovered.  A  total  of  150  of  these  nuisances 
were  remedied. 

Some  47  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year.  This  figure 
has  been  decreasing  for  some  time  and  would  seem  to  indicate  an  improvement 
in  the  standards  of  tenanted  property  within  the  Borough. 

3.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Corporation  continued  their  membership  of  the  South  East  Lancashire 
and  North  East  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee,  and  their  representation 
of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air.  V/ith  the  recognition  of  noise  as 
a  serious  form  of  pollution,  the  various  committees  referred  to  have 
extended  their  activities  to  consider  and  attempt  to  deal  with  this  nuisance 
and  its  effect  on  the  health  of  the  community. 

The  work  on  Smoke  Control  has  continued  and  although  No. 9  Smoke  Control 
Area  has  been  temporarily  postponed,  the  whole  of  the  District  will  have  been 
declared  Smoke  Controlled  before  the  Borough  is  dissolved  in  March  1974.  The 
last  areaswlll  unfortunately  not  become  operative  until  1975.  The  Committee 
must  feel  well  satisfied  with  their  efforts  in  smoke  control  and  its  results 
can  be  readily  seen  by  residents  and  visitors  to  the  town. 

4.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  declined  during  1973,  due  to  the 
pressures  of  other  work,  but  as  nmy  inspections  as  possible  were  made. 

During  1974  this  work  will  again  become  a  priority  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  maintain  and  improve  Standards  of  Hygiene.  Inspections 
of  the  Corporation  Market  Stalls  have  continued  on  a  twice  weekly  basis 
throughout  the  year. 

Food  Sampling 


Sampling  has  been  continued  during  but  there  were  no  recorded 

contraventions.  However,  9  complaints  were  received  from  the  public  and 
legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  all  these  cases.  Of  the  9  cases, 
one  was  withdrawn  after  the  complainant  declined  to  give  evidence,  two  cases 
were  dismissed,  there  were  two  convictions,  and  in  four  cases  the  hearing 
has  yet  to  take  place. 

The  co-operation  of  the  public  in  these  matters  is  greatly  appreciated 
when  it  is  reaslied  that  on  many  occasions  they  receive  no  compensation  for 
items  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department,  particularly  where 
proceedings  are  Instituted. 
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5.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


There  are  now  five  blocks  of  conveniences  in  the  Borough,  operated 
by  the  Health  Department.  During  1973  a  new  block  at  Queensrcere, 
Pendlebury  was  opened,  although  this  has  already  suffered  from  the  usual 
vandalism.  If  the  public  are  to  be  provided  with  clean  efficient 
operational  toilets,  permanent  manning  provides  the  only  solution.  This 
fact  has  been  borne  out  by  the  absence  of  vandalism  at  the  To^ 
toilets,  and  the  public  have  indicated  their  approval  of  the  facilities 

provided. 

6.  MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION 


As  there  is  still  no  mortuary  within  the  Borough  it  has  been 
necessary  to  continue  the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  Bridgewater  Hospital. 

During  1973  a  total  of  128  bodies  were  received;  115  of  these  died 
from  natural  causes. 


7.  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  largest  single  problem  affecting  the  collection  of  refuse  during 
1973  has  been  the  tr®»endous  increase  in  indiscriminate  ^limping  o  a 
types  of  refuse  on  the  many  vacant  sites  in  the  Borough. 

mIL,  the  Co-lttee  purchased  a  further  Multlllft  vehicle  "'“"  detachable 
containers  but  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  keep  pace  with  the  amount 
of  refuse  being  deposited. 

The  department  now  operates  three  domestic  refuse  rounds,  one  round 
collecting  shop  refuse  and  U  cu.yard  bulk  containers  and  two  multlllft 
vehicles  with  nine  detachable  containers. 

A  total  of  nine  vehicles  are  operated  by  the  department  and  the 
personnel  of  the  department  comprises  some  32  men. 


8.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  Carrington  Street 
and  the  site  should  be  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  1974

A  noticeable  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  was  seen  during  1973 
and  there  has  been  a  continued  Increase  in  the  amount  of  builders  was  e 

deposited .

13.  FAECAL  SAMPLES 

A  total  of  190  specimens  were  received  during  the  year  and  21 
proved  positive. 

A  number  of  swabs  were  also  submitted  for  examination  and  all 
proved  negative  for  diphtheria. 
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14.  OFFICES  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 


There  are  now  388  registered  premises  in  the  Borough,  233  of 
which  are  retail  shops.  A  total  of  4036  persons  are  employed,  the 
proportion  of  men  to  women  being  approximately  2  to  1. 

Although  there  are  only  106  offices  registered  these  account 
for  2080  employees,  the  largest  single  division,  1194  persons  are 
employed  in  the  retail  shops, 

68  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the 
year  under  review. 

There  are  now  a  total  of  559  occupied  shops  in  the  Borough. 


15.  RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  there  were  499  complaints  of  rats  and/or  mice, 
and  a  total  of  6536  visits  were  made  by  the  rodent  operators.  491 
rats  and  mice  were  found. 
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
